—and considers that: he; and not the Pope, 
is the proper representative of the-Primitive 
Catholic Church’ and the Early Christians.

This is one of the most difficult tasks that 
any Englishman: could. possibly undertake.

$,000 to..5,000 bushels each: per day. Indeed, the 
yearly consumption ofthis cereal forthe produc 
tion of. adulterants is estimated by those who have . 
observed the growth of the glucose interest at from 
12,000,000 to 15,000,000 of bushels. ‘At first the 
greater part of the ‘product was. absorbed in the 
adulteration of ale, beer, and liquors: but of late

afew Of the large. refining houses have refused to 
yield to: the. movement, greatly,as they allege, to 
their loss both in the matter of profits and of: pres- 
tize: in the market. . Glucose is sold under three 
forms. of manufacture—the crystalline dry, which

-Of stigar, atid glucose liquor, which is extensively 


consumed in the adulteration of table. syrups, or; 
rather, in converting the darker grades of molassea 
into’ apparently refined’ and. High-pricéd syrups. 
id is the light color of glucose syrup which renders 
it available’ to improve the appearance of low 
gradés of molasses, and it is not upon the glucose 
itself, which is nearly as expensive as the best syrup, 
gallon for gallon, that: the profit}is made.
